
HARLEM NATIONAL HANDICAP. 

Reports from owners and trainers indicate 
a field of at least. twenty horses for the $10,- 
000 Harlem Natfcnal Handicap, to be run 
next Saturday, tw opening day of the Har- 
lem Jockey Club’s spring meeting. 

Thirty-one, with weights ranging from Mc- 
f Chesney’s 127 pounds down to Manru’s 
featherweight of 90, are at present listed as 
likely to start, and Secretary Nathanson 
doubts if more than one-third of these will 
be absentees when the bugle calls the field 
to the post for Harlem’s great race Saturday 
afternoon. Besides, there always is the 
chance for an added starter or two. 

Post time for the Harlem National Handi- 
cap will be not later than 3:45 p. m., the 
Secretary having determined to place the big 
race third on the card, so that many who 
may go out to Harlem park just to witness 
the running of the handicap will have the 
opportunity to return to the city early. This 
also will tend to relieve the congestion after 
the fifth and sixth races. 

McChesney, Lucien Appleby, Allan-a-Dale, 
Runnels, Belle’s Commoner, Hernando, Glen 
Water, Au Revoir and Linguist are believed 
to be sure to start, unless training accidents 
should unfortunately keep some of them 
from going to the post. Without any others, 
these would make a high-class contest, but 
several good handicap horses more lightly 
weighted must be reckoned wfith. There are 
Evea G., Alabarch, Judge Himes, RedComyn, 
Little Scout, Picquart, Flying Torpedo, Fav- 
onius. Dr. Stephens, Inventor, Potheen and 
Epicure, all being specially prepared for the 
great struggle next Saturday, and any one 
of them has a good a chance at the weights 
to carry off the rich prize. 

Wlien declarations became due on April 
6, 97, of the Ul entries accepted the weights 
assigned by Secretary Nathanson. All 
of these ninety-seven are eligible to run, 
but the following are the most likely:

McChesney. Owner Smathers has let it be 
— 4piown that he intends to bring on the best 
riding talent he can secure in the east for 
this one race. 

Dominick may have the mount on Dr. 
Stephens, if Fred Cook should not run Lin- 
guist. Clarence Waters has secured second 
call for this race on the Cook jockey and 
believes that with Dominick up Dr. Stephens 



will be the horse they all will have to beat. 

Added starters will have their positions 
assigned by the judges, instead of grabbing 
off places at the end of the line. This is a 
new track rule made by the Harlem Jockey 
Club and will apply to all stakes run at Har- 
lem park this season. 

Positions for those carded to start will be 
drawn by lot Friday morning at the usual 
hour for the closing of entries, and the draw- 
ing will be done by Colonel A. W. Hamilton, 
the presiding judge. 

Increased train service has been arranged 
for on all railroads, surface and elevated 
lines running to the track, and special trains 
will be run on the Aurora-Wheaton and 
Elgin electric railway. On the Lake Street 
Elevated alone there will be nine special race 
trains, six minutes apart. 

The Harlem Jockey Club will charge $1.50 
on the opening day, and $1 on all other days. 

An addition to the grandstand has been 
built. It will accomodate from 1,500 to 2,000 
people. Also a small stand has been erected 
in the paddock for owners and trainers, it 
will seat 200. 

Six car loads of horses are coming to Har- 
lem park early in the weelt from LeUonia, 
and among them such good stables as T. C. 
McDowell’s, Rome Respess’, John H. Morris’ 
and George J. Long s. In McDowell’s string 
will be Allan-a-Dale. Monarka, Woodlake. 
Advantage. Geranium and fifteen more of 
like class. Respess will bring Six Shooter, 
Belle's Commoner, Dick Welles, Bernays and 
Collonade. 

It will be the first time this race has been 
known as the Harlem National Handicap, 
with a value of $10,000. Hitherto it has been 
called the Harlem Stakes, but it always has 
been a handicap for three -year -olds and up- 
ward. From a small beginning it has grown 
amazingly as its history, her given, shows: 



when he made his debut at Morris Park, May 
3, 1902. in a half mile dash for two-year-olds 
down the Eclipse Course for a purse. Get- 
ting off thirteenth in a field of twenty start- 
ers, he landed seventh, beaten three lengrths, 
Navasota winning in 48 seconds. Three 
days later he won his first race, a four and 
a half furlongs dash for a $700 purse. At 
odds of 20 to 1, he won by two leng^ths in 54i 
with Navasota second. Rightful third and 
nine others unplaced. May 14 he won again 
at five furlongs by a length In 1:00|, with 
Morca second and Merry Acrobat third, 
twelve others, including Whitechapel, Her 
Letter, Monte Carlo and Hurstbourne run- 
ning unplaced. He carried 117 pounds and 
was a 9 to 5 favorite. 

He did not start agrain until the first day 
of the Sheepshead Bay meeting, June 14, 
when he ran unplaced in the first half of 
the Double Event. This fell to Mexican, 129 
pounds up, with Golden Maxim second and 
Prediction third, Irl.sh Lad was fourth, 
beaten in all a lengrth and half and running 
fast at the end. The race was run in the 
excellent time for the five and a half fur- 
longs of 1:06|. At the same meeting, June 
20, he won a purse at the same distance in 
1:07J, easily defeating Daisy Green, Ada 
Nay and five others. June 23 he won another 
purse at five and a half furlongs in 1:07§, 
with all ease, with Athelroy second, Melt- 
onian third. Clarion, Boutonniere. Rightful 
and Kickshaw running unplaced. In this 
race Irish Lad carried 129 pounds, Athelroy 
119. and Meltonlan 117, and ran as the pro- 
perty of Whitney & Duryea, having been 
sold to this firm by Madden subsequent to 
the running of the Dopble Event. 

Irish Lad’s first victory in a stake came 
June 28, in the Great Trial Stakes at Sheeps- 
head Bay. The starters were Irish Lad 122,

IRISH LAD’S CAREER.

That bull dog of a colt, Irish Lad, was 
promptly made second choice in the Ameri- 
can Derby future books when the news of 
his remarkable performance in the Brooklyn 
Handicap was flashed over the wires 'Phurs- 
day. According to public form he should 
be first choice. The bookies have elected 
Savable to that post of honor, but it is worth 
noting that no horse made favorite by the 
makers of future books has won the Ameri- 
can Derby. It is true that Irish Lad is in 
New York, but none of of the eastern Ameri- 
can Derby nominees is more likely to be 
sent here to contend for the greatest Ameri- 
can race for three-year-olds than this fleet 
and sturdy son of Candlemas. He has no 
conflicting eastern engagament of Importance 
and in the light of his recent convincing 
demonstration of his three -year -old form 
there is every racing reason why he should 
be sent to Washington Park and none why 
he should be kept in New York. 

Irish Lad was the best eastern two-year- 
old last year. He started in ten races and 
won seven. He met and defeated the best of 
his age. There was no compromise about 
his racing. He was never placed when 
beaten. He belonged to John E. Madden 



Mizzen 129, Martie Lewis 119, Golden Maxim 
122, Whitechapel 117, Prediction 117, Artvls 
129, Charles Elwood 122, Whorler 117, Mex- 
ican 129, Hurstbourne 122 and Astarita 119. 
This was about as good a field as the east 
could muster, and in a brilliant finish Irish 
Lad won from Mizzen by a half length, with 
Captain Sam Brown’s great filly, Martie 
I.«wis, another half length away. Nash 
Turner rode the colt, the time for the three- 
quarters was 1:14 and the net value of the 
stake to the winner was $17,460. This was 
a signal triumph and Irish Lad’s electric 
rush through the stretch and unfaltering 
courage in a grrand finish at once w'on for 
him the fame of a truly great colt. 

He was now rested up for the Saratoga 
meeting and was sent to the post for the 
rich Saratoga Special, Augrust 9, the starters 
being Irish Lad, Dazzling, Blue Ribbon, Miz- 
zen, Africander, Astarita, Artvls, Girdle, 
Mary Street and Sir Voorhles, the colts car- 
rying 122 pounds and the fillies 119. Mizzen 
was favorite at 7 to 5 at post time and Irish 
Lad second choice at 13 to 5. Irish Lad 
trailed to the stretch, where he came through 
with tremendous speed and won by a length 
and a half, with Dazzling second and Blue 
Ribbon third. The winner reaped $17,000

The Lady, which started in the Flight 
Stakes yesterday, was badly cut down in the 
race and the attending veterinary- gave it 
as his opinion that the mare would in all 
probability not be In fit racing condition 
again this year. 

Jockey Coburn was to have ridden Waina- 
moinen in the Flight Stakes, and Barrack in 
the Prairie Stakes. Both the horses were 
carded to carry 109 pounds, but as Coburn 
could not do less than 115i, their owners 
McDaniel was in anything but an amiable 
McDaniels was in anything but an amiable 
mood when informed that Milkirk was car- 
rying overweight in the first race, and did 
not hesitate to call Coburn to account. 

Golden Rule wheeled as the starter releas- 
ed the barrier in the Flight Stakes and was 
practically left at the post. High Chancellor 
also was off badly, but raced up to a con- 
tending position at the stretch bend, and 
was taken wide, causing him to lose ground. 
He came again strongly through the last fur- 
long and near the end was gradually wear- 
ing Gregor K. down for second place. Had 
he gotten away on even terms with Skilful, 
it was the opinion of many shrewd observers 
that he might have beaten the Ellison crack. 

Jockey Henry was fined $100 by the judges 
yesterday for his foul tactics on Rolling 
Boer in the Prairie Stakes, and also given 
to understand severe punish-

Gurk, but he also cut Barrack off sharply as | 
soon as he got a small margin in the lead 
in the last half mile of the race, and effect- 
ually destroyed his chances of winning. 

The track, although still slow, is gradually 
l>ecoming better, and horsemen freely pre- 
dicted that should no more rain fall a mile 
would l>e covered in 1;43 or better before the 
meeting cosies to a close. • 

SKILFUL’S FLIGHT STAKES. 

A crowd variously estimated at between 
ten and twelve thousand persons was pre- 
sent at Haw'thorne yesterday and witnessed 
some excellent racing. Not enough rain fell 
to affect the course, which had dried out 
considerably and was by far the best of the 
present meeting. 

Most Intere.st centered in the third race, 
the Flight Stakes, a six furlongs dash for 
three-year-olds and upward with 31,500 added. 
Skilful, on the strength of his two recent 
victories, was made a decided first choice 
and rewarded the confidence placed In him 
by winning easily. He led from start to 
finish beating Gregor K. by four lengths, 
the latter finishing one before High Chan- 
cellor for second place. The stake was 
worth $2,430 to the winner. 

In the fourth race, the Prairie Stakes, a 
two mile dash for three-year-olds and up- 
ward, with $1,500 added, only three were 
scheduled to start. John McGurk proved to 
be much the best winning in a canter by 
three and a half lengths from Barrack, which 
beat Roiling Boer six for second place. Bar- 
rack cut out the pace for one and one- 
quarter miles and fell back into third po- 
sition, but rallied in the final eighth and 
had little trouble in outstaying Rolling Boer 
for second place. The stake was worth 
$1,670 to the winner. 

In the first race, a four furlong^ dash for 
two-year-olds, St. Paula had little trouble 
in annexing the purse to her owner’s credit. 
Milkirk led by a good margin until just after 
turning for home, where St. Paula moved 
up fast and passed him when a furlong out, 
winning well in hand by two and a half 
two lengths for second place. 

The steeplechase over the short course 
went to Duke of York. Crest led until 
after the seventh jump liad been taken, 
where Duke of York a.ssumcd command, 
and had enough left at the end to beat her 
a neck on the post in a drive. Hefen Pax- 
ton finished a beaten off third. 

Poor Boy took the fifth race, a five fur- 
longs dash for three-year-olds and upward, 
l»y a head from Sardine, with Haviland 
third one length back. Sardine finished go- 
ing fast and would have won in a few more 
strides. 

The concluding race, a dash of one mile 
for three-year-olds and upward, was won 
in a canter by Glassful. Moroni led to the 
last eighth, where Glassful easily passed 
him, winning by four lengths from Moroni, 
which l>eat Mr. Dingle a neck for second 
place. 

Betting was the heaviest of the meeting, 
especially In the two stake races.
